Helped  start  Thinking  Machines  Corporation  in  1983.Designed  the  chip  and 
processor  boards  for  the  Connection  Machine  Model  1,  and  architected  the  CPU 
of  the  Connection  Machine  Model  2  in  1986. 

Undertook  a  project  in  1985  to  use  the  Connection  Machine  to  do  massive  text 
searches  which  led  to  the  first  sale  of  a  machine  to  a  commercial  customer. 
This  use  of  the  machine  led  to  the  DowQuest  service  at  Dow  Jones. 

Started  the  Wide  Area  Information  Servers  project  in  1989  by  bringing  together 
four  companies  (Apple  Computer,  Dow  Jones,  Thinking  Machines,  and  KPMG 
Peat  Marwick)  to  create  an  electronic  publishing  system  prototype.  This  system 
was  installed  and  run  with  users  after  nine  months  of  development.  This  led  to 
products  from  Thinking  Machines  and  Apple  Computer  to  service  the  market 
that  had  been  catalyzed. 

Led  the  WAIS  Internet  experiment  starting  in  1991  to  extend  the  technology  to 
a  large  WAN  environment  and  to  get  other  parties  involved.  Later  in  this 
experiment,  Brewster  helped  get  NSF  funding  for  a  WAIS  Center  to  continue 
the  freeware  development. 

Founded  Wide  Area  Information  Servers  Inc.  in  July  1992  to  create  software 
products  and  consulting  services  for  those  interested  in  exploiting  the  WAIS 
technology. 

As  president  of  WAIS  Incorporated,  Brewster  is  pulling  together  a  team  from 
publishing,  consulting,  and  technical  backgrounds  to  make  the  best  information 
products.  He  continues  to  serve  as  Chief  Technical  Officer  and  oversees  all 
technical  and  consulting  projects.
